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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 07/26/201 0, wherein 
claims 33-37, 43, 45-57 and 60 are pending, of which, claims 43 and 45-55 remain 
withdrawn as directed to non-elected species. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Georg M. Hasselmann on 08/03/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 37, lines 1 and 2, the phrase "further comprising" is replaced with the 
phrase "wherein the monomer mixture contains". 
Claims 43 and 45-55 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 33-37, 56, 57 and 60 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art references of record: Dausch et al. (WO 
02/38638) and Kim et al. (WO 01/62809). Each of these references teaches acrylic 
copolymers comprising tert-butyl (meth)acrylate, (meth)acrylic acid, methacrylamide 
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and/or N-tert-butylacrylamide, and other optional monomers. Each reference also 
teaches a hair-treatment composition comprising said copolymers. However, neither 
reference teaches a copolymer that mandatorily contains tert-butyl acrylate (instead of 
tert-butyl methacrylate) and acrylic acid. Further, applicant has also provided evidence 
(Remarks filed 07/26/2010 and 02/12/2010) showing the criticality of using acrylic acid 
in the copolymer (i.e., lower formulation viscosity and smaller aerosol particle when 
formulated into a hairspray).
